To THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF TYNGSBOROUGH: 


The School Committee present for your consider- 
ation the following report of our schools for the year 
ending April ist, 1876. 

Division No. t. 

Summer Term—Taught by Miss Ella J. Wright, of 
Lowell. Length of term, 3 months; wages of teacher 
per month, $24; whole number of scholars, 20; aver- 
age attendance, 16.3; number under five years of age, 
o; over fifteen years of age,o. Miss Wright’s repu- 
tation is that of a first-class teacher. Her progress is 
good; her examinations the best; and parents love to 
entrust their children to her care. 

Winter Term—Commenced by Miss L. Lizzie 
Keyes, of Acton. Length of term, 3 months; wages of 
Miss Keyes per month, $28; that of Miss Danforth, $32; 
whole number of scholars, 12; average attendance, 
11.3; number of scholars under five years, 0; over fif- 
teen years, 2. Miss Keyes came to us highly recom- 
mended as a teacher; however, she failed to secure 
that tespect due a successful teacher, and, at the end 
of six weeks, left the school. The committee secured 
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the services of Miss Carolina Danforth to close the 
school. Order and quiet reigned, and her examination 
closed satisfactorily, which was listened to by many 
parents and friends. 


Division No. 2. 


Summer Term—Miss Alice Cutter, of Westford, 
teacher. Length of term, 21-2 months; wages of 
teacher per month, $24; whole number of scholars, 
13; average attendance, 11.6; number under five years, 
o; over fifteen years, o. This was Miss Cutter’s first 
attempt. Her lack of experience caused the school to 
fall below its usual standard. However, there was 
a moderate degree of progress made. 

Winter Term—Taught by Miss Ella J. Wright, 
of Lowell. Length of term, 14 weeks, 2 days; wages 
of teacher per month, $28; whole number of scholars, 
18; average attendance, 15.1; number under five years, 
1; over fifteen years, 4. Miss Wright’s constant ser- 
vices as teacher during the past year seemed to tire her 
energies to such a degree that, at the end of eleven 
weeks she expressed a wish to retire from the school, 
to the surprise of the committee, and again Miss 
Carolina Danforth was called to finish a good work 
so well begun, which she did to the entire satisfaction 
of all concerned. All praise to our reserve teacher. 


Division No. 3. 


Summer Term—Taught by Miss Jennie L. Tay- 
lor, of Dunstable. Length of term, 3 months; wages 
of teacher per month, $24; whole number of scholars, 
20; average attendance, 16.5; number under five years, 
1; over fifteen years, o. This was Miss Taylor’s first 
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schcol, but her labors were rewarded with entire 
success, and we think she is destined to become one 
of our best teachers. 
| Winter Term— Taught by Henry E. Swan. 
Length of term, 3 months; wages of teacher per 
month, $40; whole number of scholars, 24; average 
attendance, 22.3; number under five years, 0; over 
fifteen years, 4. Mr. Swan had charge of this school 
last winter, and from the fact that the merit of this 
school consists in the good attendance and general ob- 
servation of good rules, superintended by an able and 
efficient teacher, we expected a good deal from it, and 
were not disappointed, as many of the parents and its 
former teachers could testify at its close. 


Division No. 4. 


Summer Term—Taught by Miss Ella A. Teague, 
of Boston. Length of term, 3 months; wages of 
teacher per month, $24; whole number of scholars, 
I7; average attendance, 15; number under five years, 
I; over fifteen years, o. Miss Teague is an excellent 
teacher. We were interested at the examination of 
her school, and regretted to part with her when pro- 
moted to a higher sphere of usefulness. 

Fall ‘Term—This term was taught by Miss Ella 
J. Wright. Length of term, 2 1-2 months; wages of 
teacher per month, $28; whole number of scholars, 
20; average attendance, 16; number under five years, 
0; over fifteen years, o. The winter term was taught 
earlier, for the better convenience of the district. ‘Too 
much could not be said in behalf of the teacher. She 


was prompt, energetic, and skillful in her vocation. 
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Division No. s. 


Summer Term—Taught by Miss E. J. Felker, of 
Tyngsborough. Length of term, 3 months; wages 
of teacher per month, $24; whole number of scholars, 
IO; average attendance, 7; number under five years, 
0; over fifteen years,o. The attendance in this school 
was not as good as we could wish, without which zo 
teacher could obtain the best results. Yet Miss Felker 
deserves the credit of a faithful teacher. She is a 
worker in the schoolroom. ‘Fhe winter term was 
taught in the Winslow school. 


Division No. 6. 


Summer Term—Taught by Miss Susie Norris, of 
Tyngsborough. Length of term, 3 months; wages 
of teacher per month, $24; whole number of scholars, 
103 average attendance, 8.3; number. under five years, 
2; over fifteen years, o. Length of winter term, 3 
months; wages of teacher per month, $28; whole 
number of scholars, 10; average attendance, 8.6; num- 
ber under five years, 1; over fifteen years, o. 

Both summer and winter terms were taught by 
Miss Norris. She seems to be the right teacher in the 
right place, and we are glad to be able to say that 
the best of feeling exists between parents and teacher; 
also, that the parents are desirous that she shall con- 
tinue to be its teacher. 


Division No. 7. 


Summer Term—Taught by Miss Mary A. Knight. 
Length of term, 21-4 months; wages of teacher per 
month, $24; whole number of scholars, 12; average 
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attendance, 10.8; number under five years, 03 over 
fifteen years, o. Miss Knight is a pleasant and able 
teacher. She works hard in the schoolroom, and we 
are sorry to say her health will not permit her laboring 
in that field. : 

Winter Term—Taught by Anna E. Burnham, of 
Nashua, N.H. Length of term, 3 3-4 months; wages 
of teacher per month, $28; whole number of scholars, 
17; average attendance, 13; number under five years, 
©; over fifteen years, 2. Miss Burnham was well 
liked as teacher. She showed herself “‘apt to teach,” 
_and discharged her duties in a praiseworthy manner. 


WINSLOW HIGH SCHOOL. 


P. A. Rich, Esq., of Dennysville, Me., teacher. 
Length of term, 3 1-2 months; wages of teacher per 
month, $85, including board; whole number of schol- 
ars, 53; average attendance, 47; number under. five 
years, 2; over fifteen years,16. Mr. Rich‘is a teacher 
_ of large experience, combining the many qualities of a 
_thorough teacher. The talent for teaching is a part 
of Mr. Rich’s inheritance, but has been developed by 
patient and painstaking devotion to his work, and the 
results were raarked with great satisfaction. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The committee offer a few remarks worthy of 
notice. ‘Fhe evil of tardiness had become so great in 
some districts that the committee felt obliged to make 
pointed references during a few of the previous years. 
But we are happy to say that there has been a very de- 
cided improvement in this respect. In one of our 
schools there were no tardy marks upon the record, and 
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others showed encouraging signs of its removal as far 
as possible. We see no reason why this evil may not 
be remedied if the parents and schoiars resolutely de- 
termine that it shall be done. 

We again wish to express our high appreciation 
of the co-operative efforts of parents toward securing 
punctuality in schools. 

By reference, it will be seen that in most instances 
our teachers are experienced, and we believe have been 
deeply interested and conscientiously faithful in the dis- 
charge of their duties, and, while we aim at the highest 
excellence in our instructors, we should look upon their 
efforts with charity. It is not an easy task to take 
charge of a number of pupils of different dispositions 
and attainments, for six hours in a day, and for thirty- 
six weeks in a year, and give just the right training to 
all. Parents do not always succeed with three or four 
children. Then is it a-wonder that there is not always 
perfection in the school room? Much reason is there 
for gratitude when we submit these remarks to those 
interested in the welfare of our public schools.
